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Tom Driberg, Journalist, Leftist Labor MP 


Pram Wire Dispatenes 

LONDON, Aug. 13.—Tom Lri- 
berg. 71, a major figure in the 
left wing of the Labor party in 
the late 1940s and 1950s, died in 
8 London hospital yesterday_ 

He entered the House of Lords 
seven months ago with 2 Hie 
peerage given him by Queen Eli- 
zabeth on the recommendation 
of Sir Harold Wison, who was 
then prime minister. He took the 
title Baron Bradwell juxta Mare 
Trom his east coast home. 

Mr. Driberg had served in the 
House of Commons from 1942 to 
1974 (except for a brief interval 
in 1958-55), first ss an indepen- 
dent and from 1945 as 9 Laborite. 

Educated as ἃ classical scholar 
at Oxford University, he worked 
as @ film extra, dishwasher and 
sidewalk artist before joining the 
Daily Express. He steyeq there 
15 years, writing the newspaper's 
gossip column before entering 
Parliament, 

In 1949 he was elected to the 
Nationa] Executive Committee of 
the Labor party and was its 
chairman in 1957 and 1958- But 
he never became a minister. 
Often at odds with the party, he 
more than once came close to

In 1847 he was one of 13 Labor 
MPs who sent greetings to the 
Communist - sponsored People’s 
Congress in Berlin.
